*Twas at the time of the invasion of 
Italy by the First Napoleon. Cafe af- 
ter cafe in Milan was vacated by the 
Italians upon the entry of the French. 
One, however, still remained frequent- 

ed—the resting place, so to aay, of old 
Italian habitues of the better cl 
who, notwithstanding the presen e 
there of the detested French, sipped 
apart their coffee or sherbet, with mur: 
mured interchange of t: easonable con- 
versation. In those days queues were 
not yet obsolete, and, by the old folks 
especially, with Chinese-like reverence 
and pride, were pertinaciously held to. 

Flushed with success, frolic some and 
full of mischief, the French officers, 
pour passer le temps, amused themselves 
by cutting off the queues of those pat- 
riot Italians who still frequented this 
one remaining café, until the queueless 
old gentlemen, as well as those whose 
hairy appendages ‘were still intact, 
were forced to forego coffee, sherbet 
and private after-dinner confabula.

We 
breathe the purest of air; we drink the 
best of waters. For the support of the 
inner man we could have quail and veni- 
son on toast every day in the year, but 
we are afraid of the Sportsman’s Club. 
Since the game law'‘is out we subsist 
chiefly by the chase, The pioneer of 
Santiago mountaias, J. E. Pleasant, 
yesterday killed at one shot—but I am 
afraid to tell you, for you will doubt my 
veracity, but I saw and counted them 
several times—29 quails, and I know he 
only shot once; 10, 12, 15 is nothing un- 
usual for him to kill at one time.

“Surface Wells at Lugonia. 
From the Sen Bernardino Index, Nox. 9.] 

The attempt to procure water for 
irrigating purposes—at lLugonia, by 
putting down pipe for surface wells, 
is likely to prove a perfect success. 
The object is to provide water for 
land not otherwise supplied: On 
what is known as the old McCoy place, 
a well with seven-inch pipe ninety 
feet in depth is just completed, on 
a gravelly bed, with fifty feet of 
water. The flow is thought to be ample 
to irrigate ten acres of land with wind 
power. The contract has ‘been let to 
put down nine more of the same kind, 
sufficient in all to irrigate 100 acres. 
Seventy feet of water is also obtained 
on the old Corea tract east of Judge

Milking Qualities. 

A copious flow of milk, sustained 
-through many months, is a quality 
which has been produced by art in do-| 
mestication. Wild cattle rarely pro- 
vide more than enough milk to rear 
their offspring, and the flow of it 1s of 
comparatively short duration. Small 
in volume, the milk is sich in quality, 
but the lacteal organs soon dry off 
again. This, of course, is in harmony 
with the requirements of the young an- 
imals in a wild state, and is a correla- 
tion of the roving life and haphazard. 
feeding of the dams. More milk than 
the calf requires under such conditions 
would be a waste. of material 
which nature does _ not 
encourage. It would, moreover, 
be -an encumbrance: to the mother. 
Wild cattle are neither good milkers . 
land where calves are allowed to run; 
with their domesticated dams genera- 
tion after generation, the breed of such 
animals is not famous for miilk-giv- 
ing: Like that of the mare and ewe, 
the milk is smaller in quantity, rich in |. 
quality and of short’. duration. Th- 
desultory and irregular sucking of a 
calf or foal or lamb is not conducive to 
the development of a large flow of 
milk, and it distinctly tends to shorten 
the flow. Hand- milking of a~simi- 
lar character has the same effect. 
Young people are allowed to learn how 
to milk on cows which are going dry 
for calving, not on those which are 
still in full flow. New beginners soon 
dry up cows milk, and 
milkers° do the same. 
then, |

tion, and, by careful breeding, for s 
iven end; yet, like many other qual- 
ities which are little more than mere 
g:rmsin nature, they become heredi- 
tary by long usage. Few sorts of ani- 
mal-, if any, are more susceptible tha:

. stantly varying of itself, can be 
dwarfed or extended at will. By|t 
means of irtelligent training, kind 
treatment and intelligent breeding it 
can be developed and made heredi tary: : 
an opposite system keeps tin a state}, 
of nature. The habits of a cow 
and the food she receives have 
a great deal to do with her 
milking powers; quick and 
silent hand-milking does. the rest. |, 
The practice of hand-milking cows 
has all along tended greatly to the de- 
velopment of the lacteal glands, and 
this development has become _heridi 
tary in our best milking breeds. The 
ewes of the Larzac breed of sheep, 
from whose milk the famous Roque- 
fort cheese is niade in France, have 
been hand-milked for generations, so 
that their milking qualities are now 
considerable and inherited. By Te-| 
peatedly eaciting the teats it is even p 
- possible to cause an animal that had 
never bore. offspring to yield asmall 
quantity of milk, and a cow some- 
times remains barren for several years 
and after having had a calf, giving a 
profitable quantity of milk all the 
while.

Poaltry—Feed and Feeding. 

There is some little art, if we may 
so style it, in feeding your chicks to 
make a healthful and vigorous growth 
while young. Fully nine-tenths of 
‘the mortality amongst poultry, from 
sickness or disease, occurs while the 
chicks are still in the ‘**downy” state, 
andth majority of this loss occurs from 
improper food, @nd careless or ignor- 
ant feeding. Corn-meal, which is far 
too generally used, is unfit for young 
chicks, being too heating for their 
tender and immature digestive or- 
gans. Corn-meal has killed more 
young chicks than rats. The best 
food we have found for young birds is 
stale.bread, either crumbed up and fed 
dry, scalded and fed when cool, or else 
merely moistened in fresh milk. Where 
milk is abundant, it should always be 
used, and if the youug birds get plenty 

of milk, in some form, they will grow 
SO rapidly as to astonish those who|& 
have never given milk liberally to 
their poultry. We know of one 
breeder, a large dairyman in Chester 
county, Pennsylvania, who feeds the 
gone part of his refuse milk to 

is poultry, old and young, and his 
birds are not only singularly free from 
disease, but large, and finely developed 
in body and feathering. This breeder 
gives milk the credit of it all, but it 
may be due in part to excellent care.—
